Last season the Seminoles surprised folks. They caught enough 
opponents off guard to go 9-2 in the regular season, earning a 
Tangerine Bow! berth where the Garnet and Gold routed Texas 


Tech, 40-17, 

Seminole chief Bobby Bowden knows, however, that the Tribe 
faces a different sort of task in "78. 

“We ain't going to surprise nobody,” Bobby drawls u: his best 
Alabama accent, “They'll know we're going to throw the football 
from anywhere on the field, 

“We are now the one to beat. And the guys have to know they 
have lost one element, But I don’t worry about that. I just call 
attention to it” 

Those 1977 accomplishments have been well-chronicled. The 10 
victories represent the most ever by a Division I school currently 
playing football in Florida, That mark boos Seminoles to 
11th place ranking in the final United Press International poll and 
14th place in the Associated Press Top 20. 

Now a new season is upon u 

“Right, it is time for us to forget 1977 and look to 1978, difficult as 
it is,” says Bowden. “We've gone from the outhouse to the pent- 
house real quick but that stroll back to the outhouse can be just 
as short. 

“T see two things now that I didn’t see this time last year, I see 
our players with more confidence. Last year we only thought we 
could win, Now we KNOW we can win. 

“With the good season of last year that means more pressure now. 
It’s only natural because now that we've won people are going to be 
coming to get us and now we'll have to do something about it. Las 
year we were 8-2 and still considered the underdogs. We won't be 
underdogs often this fall.” 

Bowden candidly admits this football team has promi 

“We're not as good right now,” says the third-year mentor, “But 
by our sixth game we should be pretty good, Still we've got to find 
some answers. Maybe they're there but we didn’t find them in 
spring practice.” 

The coaching staff bel s it starts fall practice with seven spots 
settled on both the offensive and defensive units. The other four 
starting slots are up for grab: 

Last year we returned with almost the entire defensive team 
intact, but with questionmarks surrounding the quarterback position 
and spots in the offensive line,” Bowden recalls.

tart of "77 practice we knew we were an improved defensive 
football team over the one we had the previous season, Starting '78 
we know the defense is NOT as strong as it wa: 

The difference this year from last season 
and have lost a tremendous amount of experience. At the start of 77 
we were using just one player—Ron Simmons—who lacked a great 
deal of college experience, Later in the year Louis Richardson 
stepped in at defensive tackle under much the same circumstance. 

For this son, it looks like there will be as many as five 
positions—left tackle, the two linebackers and two secondary 
spots—where players with very little college experience will be 
starting 

One thing we do have going for uw: 
That could get us over some rough spots early in the year while the 
younger players are being tested and learning their way around the 
college football wars.

BOWL GAMES IN REVIEW 


1950 CIGAR BOWL 
FLORIDA STATE 19, WOFFORD 6 


TAMPA, Fla, (Jan. 2, 1950)—Red Parrish scored twice and Buddy 
Strauss rushed for 132 yards to give underdog Florida State a 19-6 
win over Wofford in the Cigar Bowl football game. 

The victory was a come-lrom-behind effort by the Seminol 
the Terriers scored only moments into the contest to make the score 
6-0. That touchdown came when Wofford defenders blocked a Bo 
Manuel punt and recovered it in the end zone. The extra point 
attempt was no good, 

For the balance of the first quarter, Florida State mounted several 
drives that stalled around midfield while Wofford netted virtually 
nothing offensively. Early in the second period, however, Wofford 
had its first real threat, It died on the Seminoles’ L6-yard-line when 
Bill Dawkins intercepted a pass i turned it to the Terrier 20. 
Shortly after, Parrish bolted to the tribe's initial touchdown that tied 
the score at 6-6, 

Late in the half the Seminoles got cranked up again, Strauss 
busted up the middle for a 15-yard gain and an interference penalty 
pushed Florida State into Wofford territory, On the next play Parrish 
lofted a lefthanded halfback pass to Norman Eubanks who made a 
spectacular catch between two defenders at the Terrier two-yard 
line. On the last play of the half Strauss busted into the end zone 
and Jerry Morrical’s extra point sent the Seminoles to the locker 
room with a 13-6 lead. 

The third period a dogged defensive battle with no serious 
scoring threats. But in the final period FSU pinned Wofford deep in 
its own territory with a 63-yard Manuel punt. After the Terriers 
fumbled on their own eight, the Seminoles were unable to cash in 
as Parrish came up a foot short on fourth down. 

Unable to move the ball out of the deep hole, Wofford was forced 
to punt ng the Seminoles excellent field position with only 
minutes remaining. This time Don Veller’s team wasted no time 
cashing in. With only seconds showing on the clock, Parrish sliced 
in from the five and Florida State had a 19-6 upset victory.

EL PASO, Tex. (Jan. 1, 1955)—Florida State's defe collapsed 
second quarter allowing Texas Western to move well ahead 
and capture a 47-20 Sun Bowl victory. 

With the score tied 7-7 at the end of the first period, the underdog 
Miners put together a magnificent 28-point quarter that buried the 
Seminoles on this steamy January afternoon, ‘Texas Western quar-

Zone. Summer programs of study are offered in law at Oxford, 
in hotel and re nt administration in Switzerland, and in com- 
parative studies of economic and social systems in Yugoslavia. 

The location of FSU in the Capital City of Florida offers unusual 
opportunities for study and research in the social and policy sci- 
ences, and an optimum environment for internships and on-the-job 
learning experiences for students in many fields of study 

The University operates major laboratory facilities for nuclear, 
marine and computer research. In addition, it has a wide-ranging 
spectrum of institutes and research centers, each of which deals 
with specialized aspects of the following fields of study: govern- 
ment, geophysical fluid dynamics, molecular biophysics, educa- 
tional research, American theater, gerontology, social research, 
community mental health, employee relations, economic develop- 
ment, analysis of resources and environment, Southern culture and 
religion, statistical consultation, educational technology and instruc- 
tional systems, population studies, multi-campus systems, educa- 
tional tax policy, urban and regional planning, criminological and 
correctional research, and the study of women in educational man- 
agement systems. A Regional Rehabilitation Center serves citizens 
in the tri-state area with diagnostic and remedial treatment of 
speech and hearing problem 

A city within a city, Florida State has 1,200 faculty members, 
more than 6,000 additional employees and a construction program 
that will exceed $50 million between now and 1981, The construc- 
tion of a new civic center and a center for continuing education 
—both near the State Capitol—are destined for completion by the 
fall of 1980.

Although President Sliger now classifies himself as “an energetic 
spectator,” during his high school days in his hometown of Trout 
Creek, Mich., he was a member of the basketball, track and football 
teams. He later returned to coach the latter two teams and teach 
math there, following a three-year tour of duty with the Army during 
World War I, 

Dr. Sliger, who came to FSU as 
late spring of 1972, was formerly executive director of the Louisiana 
Coordinating Couneil for Higher Education. His background as an 
educator includes 19 years as a faculty member and administrator 
and sports fan at Lou ate University. 

An economist and scholar in the special fields of economic theory 
and public finance, he frequently serves as a consultant to private 
nd public commissions, most recently as chairman of Gov. Reubin 
Askew's Economic Advisory Council. He was a member and chief 
tax study committee in 
ioner of Administra- 
tion and Chief Budget Officer, In the latter capacity, he had to 
the costs of constructing Louisiana's Superdome. 

Dr. Sliger is the author of a text on “Public Finance,” first issued 
in 1964 and revised in 1970, and presently used in a number of 
colleges and universities.
